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Sierra Madre 
Program for 
Defense Day 


Local Fire Fighters 

Win Laurels in Fierce 
But Victorious Battle 


vV EST’S GREATEST STEAM PLANT NEARING COMPLETION 


Defense Test Day in Sierra Madre 
will be observed with a program in 
the park at two o’clock. The local 
part in the government program has 
been arranged by a committee ap¬ 
pointed by .the city trustees and con¬ 
sisting of Col. Herman Hall, Dr. C. 
H. Barker and W. S. Hull. 

At the park exercises the president 
of the city council, .J. D. Sparks, will 
preside. Dean William Carson Shaw 
will give the invocation and Mrs. 
Milton Steinberger will have charge 
of music. The speaker of the day 
will he Col. Hall, who will speak on 
“The purpose of the National De¬ 
fense Act and national Test Day.” 
As a former brigadier general of 
the national army, Col. Hall will be 
able to speak from personal know¬ 
ledge what the Defense -Law is and 
how it is supposed to function. 

The Defense Day Committee has 
issued the following suggestions as 
to observance of the day: 

Defense Day 

In compliance with the wishes of 
the government the following pro¬ 
gram has been arranged for the ob¬ 
servance of “Defense Test Day." 

The President of the City Council, 
MV. Sparks, will be the presiding of¬ 
ficer. Mrs. Milton Steinberger will 
have charge of the music. The 
speaker of the day will be Col. Her¬ 
man Hall (formerly brigadier general 
National Army) who will speak on 
“The Purpose of the National De¬ 
fense Act and National Test l3ay.” 

Dean William Carson Shaw will 
give the invocation. 

The meeting will be held at City 
Park, corner Central and Hermosa, 
on Sept. 12, 1924, at 2 p. m. 

All places of business have been 
asked to close from 1:30 to 3 p. m. 
on that day in order that all citizens 
may ha\ e the opportunity to attend. 

The public are invited to attend 
and a special invitation is extended 
to veterans of all wars and all pat¬ 
riotic societies. 

Citizens can help to make Defense 
Day a success in two ways. 

First, by attending this meeting 
and listening to the program. 

Second, those who are physically 
fit and between the ages of 18 and 
45 and who are willing to become re¬ 
servists for one day are requested to 
report to the commanding officer in 
the Pasadena armory at 8 a. m. on 
Sept. 12th, 1924. If accepted they 
will be enrolled as members of some 
existing reserve company for the 
day. This enrollment entails no fu¬ 
ture military obligation and is prac¬ 
tice for that day only. 

The purpose is to give the reserve 
corps officers and noncommissioned 
officers the practice in making out 
enlistment papers, attending to med¬ 
ical examinations and performing 
such other work as is necessary to 
change a skeleton company into u 
working organization. 

Those who enroll for this day will 
be given arm insignia to wear dur¬ 
ing the day and will take part in 
whatever program is arranged for 
the reserve units. 

If you have been in the service 
and know about the troubles incident 
to organizing a new company, go 
help the reserve officer with his 
task. If you have never been in 
service, go and find out what the 
first steps are in the induction of 
new men into the service of the Unit¬ 
ed States.

Fire which has been raging in San I 
Gabriel Canyon, the West Fork and 
the region about Rincon Camp, ap¬ 
pears to be definitely under control. 

The fire fighting force which had 
borne the brunt of the battle, back 
firing along the north slope of Pine 
Mountain, was relieved late Thursday 
night and brought out with laurels 
of victory hung all over them. 

' Marshal Udell, who had been in 
charge of the recruiting work in 
Sierra Madre, was notified by Super¬ 
visor Charlton to come to Azusa at 
midnight. He said as the caravan 
came out of San Gabriel Canyon as 
far as their autos could be heard, , 
their voices rose above to the tune 
“It Ain’ Goin’ to burn no more.” 

C'igaret Match Case 

A. Gunsalus, a baker employed in 
Los Angeles, has admitted causing 
the fire Sunday noon. He said he lit 
a cigaret, shook the match and threw 
it away. Looking around a few 
moments later he saw the match had 
started a brush fire which he could 
not control. Instead of turning in 
an alarm or seeking help he loaded 
his picnic party into his car und 
ran away. 

Picnickers who saw Uunsalue de¬ 
part secured his auto number, by 
which he was traced. When arrest¬ 
ed he admitted the offense and 
signed a confession. He was ar¬ 
raigned on Thursday before a justice 
of the peace in Azusa and released 
on $1,000 bail pending final hearing. 

Spreads Rapidly 

The fire started at a point on the 
west side of San Gabriel Canyon ten 
miles above Azusa. It burned rap- 
idly to the top of the ridge, and then 
westerly. 

A short distance north of the point 
where the fire started the San Gab¬ 
riel branches, and the West Fork runs 
west as far as Mount San Gabriel. 
The south wall of the West Fork is 
covered with a dense growth of 
brush and tall timber. 

As the fire ate its way westerly 
after reaching the top of the ridge, 
it got into the growth in the West 
Fork, and burned down the slope to 
the bottom. Camp Rincon was thus 
beset with flames approaching from 
the west, the opposite direction from 
the place where the fire started. It 
was thought the camp was doomed, 
the buildings were saved by buck 
firing when all the timber around 
was seen to be doomed. 

West Fork Saved 

For a time it appeared nothing 
could stop the fire from denuding the 
north slopes of Monrovia Peak, Mt. 
Wilson and Mt. San Gabriel. How¬ 
ever, a fire line was cut through the 
brush and trees from the bottom of 
the West Fork to the top of Pine 
Mountain, east of Monrovia Peak. 
Here the crucial battle was staged 
and victory was won. 

Back firing is a treacherous wea¬ 
pon, to be used only as a last re¬ 
sort. But in this case it was success¬ 
ful. With men strung along the 
whole line, kerosene was sprinkled 
as “bait” for the flames in the direc¬ 
tion the fire was supposed to take. 
On the other side the men were 
equipped with chemical extinguishers 
and tools to prevent spreading the 
wrong way. The tremendous pillars 
of smoke which were occasionally 
seen came from these back fires and 
often caused rumors among the 
watching public that “it has gotten 
away from them again.” 

Sierra Madre’s Fighters 

Marshal Udell received the first 
call for help at 3 a. m. Monday. 
Within an hour 34 picked men were 
on the way. By 7:30 thirty more 
followed. Most of these men worked 
from 24 to 36 hours before being re¬ 
lieved. Many of them returned with 
later crews. Altogether Marshal 
Udell estimates 94 different men 
from Sierra Madre went to the bat- 


ELBOW BROKEN 
BY FALL FROM 
STEP LADDER 


Fred Griebenow, president of the 
Sierra Madre Hardware Co., suf¬ 
fered a distressing injury last Friday 
when a fall from a step ladder left 
him with a broken arm. He was 
working with the transom over the 
front door of the store, standing on 
the step ladder. Either the ladder 
giving way or loss of balance threw 
him to the floor which he struck ap¬ 
parently with his weight upon the 
left elbow. Examination showed the 
small bones of the elbow splintered 
and the injury continues to be very 
painful, it is hoped that recovery 
will not leave him with a still' arm.

Alterations and improvements to 
the Sierra aMdre school buildings 
are practically complete and the 
buildings ready for work. 

Owing to the failure of some of 
the accepted teachers to sign con¬ 
tracts, there has been a delay in the 
filling of the staff. However, Prin¬ 
cipal Elizabeth Steinberger promises 
a full list of the school faculty for 
publication next week. 

The rate new families are moving 
into town and the demand f^ houses 
for fall occupancy seem to indicate 
an increased school enrollment this 
fall.

important changes in the library 
are contemplated by the library trus¬ 
tees.

The changes proposed will give a 
considerable increase in floor space 
at minimum cost. The plans, pre¬ 
pared by Architect R. M. Finlayson, 
provide- for enclosing within the li¬ 
brary proper the space now devoted 
to the main entrance alcove. This 
space is now useless except for shel¬ 
ter in time of storm, which will be 
provided by an overhanging canopy. 

The exterior wall over the central 
portion of the building will be moved 
to the outer edge of the alcove Moor. 
The marble memorial tablet to Rob¬ 
ert E. Ross will be placed on the 
north wall beneath one of the high 
windows where it can be more read¬ 
ily seen than at present. 

By this change the library will not 
only gain several hundred square 
feet of floor space but the present 
space can* he arranged to much bet¬ 
ter advantage.

Pasadena’s Eastward March 

Formation of a new municipality to the southwest of 
Sierra Madre and along' the east city limits of Pasadena 
seems unlikely. Petitions for an incorporation election 
were presented to the board of supervisors. The name of 
the new city was to be •‘Sail Pasqual.” The supervisors 
have set October 1 as the date for formal hearing oil the 
question. 

Opposition to the new city developed as soon as the 
plan was proposed in definite form. The objection was not 
to the principal purpose of the city promoters, but to the 
method. 

The incorporation plan developed when all the dairies 
in that section were put out of business by the hoof and 
mouth disease. It was thought that while there were no 
dairies operating would be a good time to incorporate and 
form a no-dairy zone. Owing to the rapid eastward 
growth of Pasadena it was felt the district ought to de¬ 
velop into a good residence district instead. 

Now come the objectors to incorporation and say if 
they are to have municipal government they want to be 
a part of Pasadena. They appear to have sufficient sup¬ 
port to stop the new city plan. If they succeed in block¬ 
ing the present enterprise, those favoring a union with 
Pasadena will probably take the opportunity to push the 
issue of annexation. Extension of the Pasadena city lim¬ 
its to the west line of the Baldwin ranch property seems 
the likely result. 

As long as the Baldwin and Hastings ranches are 
held intact, there seems no possibility of Pasadena and 
Sierra Madre becoming contiguous and raising the issue of 
annexation. The owners of both ranches would naturally 
be averse to having their large acreage under municipal 
control and taxation. If the lower portion of the Hastings 
ranch should be sold for subdivision, the issue might be¬ 
come a very lively one. 

The present Pasadena city commissioners are pursu¬ 
ing a far-sighted policy of city development. Their civic 
center and street opening projects ace planned with real 
vision. There is much to recommend a plan of union for 
all the foothill territory from the Arroyo Seco to the hills 
west of Monrovia. There are common problems of water, 
sewage disposal and highways that can best be solved to¬ 
gether. The name Pasadena is in itself a tremendous as¬ 
set—more widely known if not quite so fine a name as 
Sierra Madre. Sierra Madre as a part of Pasadena might 
come to have an importance comparable to that of Holly¬ 
wood as a part of Los Angeles. 

Sierra Madre and South Santa Anita are now a part 
of Pasadena high school district. South Pasadena and Al¬ 
hambra now join with Pasadena in a sewage disposal en¬ 
terprise. It is easily within the range of possibility that 
all this territory embracing the west end of the San Gab¬ 
riel valley may find some sort of municipal union to advan¬ 
tage in the working out of problems common to all. 

Put these thoughts down to the dreams of Dog Days 
if you like. Sooner or later the question will come up for 
serious consideration and it might as well be given some 
thought in the meantime.

ly 354,000. It pledges the state’s 
credit to an issue of $500,000,000 of 
tax-free state bonds. A board of five 
persons appointed by the governor 
would spend the money in acquiring, 
operating and maintaining such wa¬ 
ter and power projects as it deemed 
necessary or^ convenient. This politi¬ 
cal board would operate the projects 
from Sacramento, fix rates and de¬ 
termine conditions and quality of 
service, all without regulation by the 
railroad commission. Consumers and 
communities would thus be at the 
mercy of five politicians with a vir¬ 
tually unrestrained control of indus¬ 
try. 

Meeting Deficit by Taxation 
Should incorrect estimates, inade¬ 
quate service or political misman¬ 
agement prevent projects from pay-!

Between 50 and 60 tree doctors 
and horticultural inspectors attended 
the special demonstration conducted 
for them by the Agricultural Exten¬ 
sion Service at Azusa Foothill ranch, 
at Azusa, lust Thursday. Because 
of the increasing demand for more 
detailed information of the diagnosis 
and control of these citrus diseases 
and because of the increased number 
of operators treating these diseases 
commercially, special emphasis has 
been placed on the best-known meth¬ 
ods of handling this group of dis¬ 
eases. 

At the request of citrus growers, 
the horticultural commissioners of 
Southern California counties have un¬ 
dertaken the regulation and licensing 
of tree doctors in order to protect 
the legitimate operator as well as the 
grower. 

Diagnosis and control of the prin¬ 
cipal diseases were discussed by 
Farm Advisor Ryerson and Assistant 
Farm Advisor Rounds and methods 
(demonstrated. Different types of dis¬ 
infectants were discussed and were 
exhibited.

day night when the back firing 
threatened to break over the line. 

Gilbert Keys was invaluable be¬ 
cause of his ability to speak Spanish 
and handle the many Mexicans em¬ 
ployed, as well as his prowess as v 
fighter. He and George Bayard were 
kept in the field practically the whole 
period, the latter because of his abil¬ 
ity as a packer and his familiarity 
with the mountains. 

The Langworthy brothers, Kenneth 
and Fred, also made a strong bid 
for honors in endurance and leader¬ 
ship. Others who made a second 
trip and guve a good account of 
themselves were Ed Gregg, J. Coop¬ 
er, Boyse Johnstone, John Forman 
and several Mexicans. Randolph 
Wood, local director of the Angeles 
Forest Protective association, was 
one of the first to respond to the 
call and aided in the fight as well 
as in organizing the crews.

These dis¬ 
coveries tend to diminish the great ds 
inand for platinum by chemists, 
chromium being not only cheaper, but 
very much harder than platinum and 
•lierefore not no likely to b* hurt by 
mechanical treatment
